ASIAN HERITAGE WEEK: MAY 4-10 


In declaring Asian Heritage Week, the 
United States officially recognized for the 
first time the 100+ years of contributions 
made in America by Asian and Pacific Island 
peoples. From the earliest Chinese mine 
worker and railroad builder to the most 
recent Vietnamese refugee, Asian and Pa- 
cific Island people have been the victims of 
civil rights, economic and physical abuse 
similar to other immigrants of color who 
were brought to America as a source of 
cheap labor. The media played an impor- 
tant role in the perpetuation of second class 
citizenship. From the frontier presses to 
contemporary film, radio and television, 
the media has stereotyped and misrepre- 
sented the Chinese, East Indians, Indo- 
Chinese, Japanese, Koreans, Pakistanis, 
Pilipinos, Samoans, Tongans and others 
whose cultural/language roots are in Asia 
or the Pacific Islands. Typical media co- 
verage assumes that Asian/Pacific people 
all look alike, speak the same language, are 
exotic foreigners (some are sixth generation 
Americans), the model minority, the for- 
gotten minority, or no minority at all. 


While Asian communities all over the 
county are scheduling cultural and edu- 
cational activities for May 4-10, not every- 
one is pleased. One member of the Asian/ 
Pacific Caucus of the National Democratic 
Party said that Asian Heritage Week is a 
‘consolation prize.’ The Caucus campaigned 
hard for Jimmy Carter and were promised 
some key appointments and a direct line to 
the President. Two years later, they got a 
recognition week. However token the crea- 
tion of the week may be, KRAB continues 
to recognize the contributions of all peoples 
by its total public access programming. 
Special Asian Heritage Week programming 
is marked in the pages of the program 
schedule by *.
